This permit is issued in accordance with and subject to the Texas Clean Air Act (TCAA), 
Chapter 382 of the Texas Health and Safety Code and Title 30 Texas Administrative Code 
Chapter 122 (30 TAC Chapter 122), Federal Operating Permits.  Under 30 TAC Chapter 122, this 
permit constitutes the permit holder’s authority to operate the site and emission units listed in 
this permit.  Operations of the site and emission units listed in this permit are subject to all 
additional rules or amended rules and orders of the Commission pursuant to the TCAA. 
 
This permit does not relieve the permit holder from the responsibility of obtaining New Source 
Review authorization for new, modified, or existing facilities in accordance with 
30 TAC Chapter 116, Control of Air Pollution by Permits for New Construction or Modification. 
 
The site and emission units authorized by this permit shall be operated in accordance with 
30 TAC Chapter 122, the general terms and conditions, special terms and conditions, and 
attachments contained herein. 
 
This permit shall expire five years from the date of issuance.  The renewal requirements 
specified in 30 TAC § 122.241 must be satisfied in order to renew the authorization to operate 
the site and emission units.

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General Terms and Conditions 

The permit holder shall comply with all terms and conditions contained in 30 TAC § 122.143 
(General Terms and Conditions), 30 TAC § 122.144 (Recordkeeping Terms and Conditions), 30 
TAC § 122.145 (Reporting Terms and Conditions), and 30 TAC § 122.146 (Compliance 
Certification Terms and Conditions). 
 
In accordance with 30 TAC § 122.144(1), records of required monitoring data and support 
information required by this permit, or any applicable requirement codified in this permit, are 
required to be maintained for a period of five years from the date of the monitoring report, 
sample, or application unless a longer data retention period is specified in an applicable 
requirement.  The five year record retention period supersedes any less stringent retention 
requirement that may be specified in a condition of a permit identified in the New Source 
Review Authorization attachment. 
 
If the permit holder chooses to demonstrate that this permit is no longer required, a written 
request to void this permit shall be submitted to the Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality (TCEQ) by the Responsible Official in accordance with 30 TAC § 122.161(e).  The permit 
holder shall comply with the permit’s requirements, including compliance certification and 
deviation reporting, until notified by the TCEQ that this permit is voided. 
 
The permit holder shall comply with 30 TAC Chapter 116 by obtaining a New Source Review 
authorization prior to new construction or modification of emission units located in the area 
covered by this permit. 
 
All reports required by this permit must include in the submittal a cover letter which identifies 
the following information:  company name, TCEQ regulated entity number, air account number 
(if assigned), site name, area name (if applicable), and Air Permits Division permit number(s).

A. Visible emissions from stationary vents with a flow rate of less than 100,000 
actual cubic feet per minute and constructed after January 31, 1972 that are not 
listed in the Applicable Requirements Summary attachment for 30 TAC 
Chapter 111, Subchapter A, Division 1 , shall not exceed 20% opacity averaged 
over a six-minute period.  The permit holder shall comply with the following 
requirements for stationary vents at the site subject to this standard:

(ii) Title 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(1)(E)

§ 111.111(a)(1)(B), complying with 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(1)(F)(ii), (iii), or 
(iv), and capable of producing visible emissions from, but not limited to, 
particulate matter, acid gases and NO

x
, the permit holder shall also 

comply with the following periodic monitoring requirements for the 
purpose of annual compliance certification under 30 TAC § 122.146.  
These periodic monitoring requirements do not apply to vents that are 
not capable of producing visible emissions such as vents that emit only 
colorless VOCs; vents from non-fuming liquids; vents that provide 
passive ventilation, such as plumbing vents; or vent emissions from any 
other source that does not obstruct the transmission of light.  Vents, as 
specified in the “Applicable Requirements Summary” attachment, that are 
subject to the emission limitation of 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(1)(B)  are not 
subject to the following periodic monitoring requirements: 

(1) An observation of stationary vents from emission units in 
operation shall be conducted at least once during each calendar 
quarter unless the emission unit is not operating for the entire 
quarter. 

(2) For stationary vents from a combustion source, if an alternative to 
the normally fired fuel is fired for a period greater than or equal 
to 24 consecutive hours, the permit holder shall conduct an 
observation of the stationary vent for each such period to 
determine if visible emissions are present.  If such period is 
greater than 3 months, observations shall be conducted once 
during each quarter.  Supplementing the normally fired fuel with 
natural gas or fuel gas to increase the net heating value to the 
minimum required value does not constitute creation of an 
alternative fuel. 

(3) Records of all observations shall be maintained. 

(4) Visible emissions observations of emission units operated during 
daylight hours shall be conducted no earlier than one hour after 
sunrise and no later than one hour before sunset.  Visible 
emissions observations of emission units operated only at night 
must be made with additional lighting and the temporary 
installation of contrasting backgrounds.  Visible emissions 
observations shall be made during times when the activities 
described in 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(1)(E) are not taking place.  
Visible emissions shall be determined with each stationary vent in 
clear view of the observer.  The observer shall be at least 15 feet, 
but not more than 0.25 mile, away from each stationary vent 
during the observation.  For outdoor locations, the observer shall 
select a position where the sun is not directly in the observer’s 
eyes.  When condensed water vapor is present within the plume, 
as it emerges from the emissions outlet, observations must be 
made beyond the point in the plume at which condensed water 
vapor is no longer visible.  When water vapor within the plume 
condenses and becomes visible at a distance from the emissions 
outlet, the observation shall be evaluated at the outlet prior to 
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condensation of water vapor.  A certified opacity reader is not 
required for visible emissions observations. 

(5) Compliance Certification: 

(a) If visible emissions are not present during the observation, 
the RO may certify that the source is in compliance with 
the applicable opacity requirement in 
30 TAC § 111.111(a)(1) and (a)(1)(B). 

(b) However, if visible emissions are present during the 
observation, the permit holder shall either list this 
occurrence as a deviation on the next deviation report as 
required under 30 TAC § 122.145(2) or conduct the 
appropriate opacity test specified in 
30 TAC § 111.111(a)(1)(F) as soon as practicable, but no 
later than 24 hours after observing visible emissions to 
determine if the source is in compliance with the opacity 
requirements.  If an opacity test is performed and the 
source is determined to be in compliance, the RO may 
certify that the source is in compliance with the applicable 
opacity requirement.  However, if an opacity test is 
performed and the source is determined to be out of 
compliance, the permit holder shall list this occurrence as 
a deviation on the next deviation report as required under 
30 TAC § 122.145(2).  The opacity test must be performed 
by a certified opacity reader. 

(c) Some vents may be subject to multiple visible emission or 
monitoring requirements.  All credible data must be 
considered when certifying compliance with this 
requirement even if the observation or monitoring was 
performed to demonstrate compliance with a different 
requirement. 

B. For visible emissions from a building, enclosed facility, or other structure; the 
permit holder shall comply with the following requirements:

(1) An observation of visible emissions from a building containing an 
air emission source, enclosed facility, or other structure 
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containing or associated with an air emission source which is 
required to comply with 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(7)(A) shall be 
conducted at least once during each calendar quarter unless the 
air emission source or enclosed facility is not operating for the 
entire quarter. 

(2) Records of all observations shall be maintained. 

(3) Visible emissions observations of air emission sources or 
enclosed facilities operated during daylight hours shall be 
conducted no earlier than one hour after sunrise and no later than 
one hour before sunset.  Visible emissions observations of air 
emission sources or enclosed facilities operated only at night 
must be made with additional lighting and the temporary 
installation of contrasting backgrounds.  Visible emissions shall 
be determined with each emissions outlet in clear view of the 
observer.  The observer shall be at least 15 feet, but not more 
than 0.25 mile, away from each emissions outlet during the 
observation.  For outdoor locations, the observer shall select a 
position where the sun is not directly in the observer’s eyes.  
When condensed water vapor is present within the plume, as it 
emerges from the emissions outlet, observations must be made 
beyond the point in the plume at which condensed water vapor is 
no longer visible.  When water vapor within the plume condenses 
and becomes visible at a distance from the emissions outlet, the 
observation shall be evaluated at the outlet prior to condensation 
of water vapor.  A certified opacity reader is not required for 
visible emissions observations. 

(4) Compliance Certification: 

(a) If visible emissions are not present during the observation, 
the RO may certify that the source is in compliance with 
the applicable opacity requirement in 
30 TAC § 111.111(a)(7) and (a)(7)(A) 

(b) However, if visible emissions are present during the 
observation, the permit holder shall either list this 
occurrence as a deviation on the next deviation report as 
required under 30 TAC § 122.145(2) or conduct the 
appropriate opacity test specified in 
30 TAC § 111.111(a)(7)(B) as soon as practicable, but no 
later than 24 hours after observing visible emissions to 
determine if the source is in compliance with the opacity 
requirements.  If an opacity test is performed and the 
source is determined to be in compliance, the RO may 
certify that the source is in compliance with the applicable 
opacity requirement.  However, if an opacity test is 
performed and the source is determined to be out of 
compliance, the permit holder shall list this occurrence as 
a deviation on the next deviation report as required under 
30 TAC § 122.145(2).  The opacity test must be performed 
by a certified opacity reader 
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C. For visible emissions from all other sources not specified in 
30 TAC § 111.111(a)(1), (4), or (7); the permit holder shall comply with the 
following requirements: 

(i) Title 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(8)(A) (relating to Requirements for Specified 
Sources) 

(ii) Title 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(8)(B)(i) or (ii) 

(iii) For a source subject to 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(8)(A), complying with 
30 TAC § 111.111(a)(8)(B)(i) or (ii), and capable of producing visible 
emissions from, but not limited to, particulate matter, acid gases and 
NO

x
, the permit holder shall also comply with the following periodic 

monitoring requirements for the purpose of annual compliance 
certification under 30 TAC § 122.146: 

(1) An observation of visible emissions from a source which is 
required to comply with 30 TAC § 111.111(a)(8)(A) shall be 
conducted at least once during each calendar quarter unless the 
source is not operating for the entire quarter. 

(2) Records of all observations shall be maintained. 

(3) Visible emissions observations of sources operated during 
daylight hours shall be conducted no earlier than one hour after 
sunrise and no later than one hour before sunset.  Visible 
emissions observations of sources operated only at night must be 
made with additional lighting and the temporary installation of 
contrasting backgrounds.  Visible emissions shall be determined 
with each source in clear view of the observer.  The observer shall 
be at least 15 feet, but not more than 0.25 mile, away from each 
source during the observation.  For outdoor locations, the 
observer shall select a position where the sun is not directly in the 
observer’s eyes.  When condensed water vapor is present within 
the plume, as it emerges from the emissions outlet, observations 
must be made beyond the point in the plume at which condensed 
water vapor is no longer visible.  When water vapor within the 
plume condenses and becomes visible at a distance from the 
emissions outlet, the observation shall be evaluated at the outlet 
prior to condensation of water vapor.  A certified opacity reader is 
not required for visible emissions observations. 

(4) Compliance Certification: 

(a) If visible emissions are not present during the observation, 
the RO may certify that the source is in compliance with 
the applicable opacity requirement in 
30 TAC § 111.111(a)(8) and (a)(8)(A) 

(b) However, if visible emissions are present during the 
observation, the permit holder shall either list this 
occurrence as a deviation on the next deviation report as 
required under 30 TAC § 122.145(2) or conduct the 
appropriate opacity test specified in 
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30 TAC § 111.111(a)(8)(B) as soon as practicable, but no 
later than 24 hours after observing visible emissions to 
determine if the source is in compliance with the opacity 
requirements.  If an opacity test is performed and the 
source is determined to be in compliance, the RO may 
certify that the source is in compliance with the applicable 
opacity requirement.  However, if an opacity test is 
performed and the source is determined to be out of 
compliance, the permit holder shall list this occurrence as 
a deviation on the next deviation report as required under 
30 TAC § 122.145(2).  The opacity test must be performed 
by a certified opacity reader. 

D. For emission units with contributions from uncombined water, the permit holder 
shall comply with the requirements of 30 TAC § 111.111(b). 

E. Emission limits on nonagricultural processes, except for the steam generators 
specified in 30 TAC § 111.153, shall comply with the following requirements: 

(i) Emissions of PM from any source may not exceed the allowable rates as 
required in 30 TAC § 111.151(a) (relating to Allowable Emissions Limits) 

(ii) Sources with an effective stack height (h

) less than the standard effective

4. For storage vessels maintaining working pressure as specified in 30 TAC Chapter 115, 
Subchapter B, Division 1:  Storage of Volatile Organic Compounds, the permit holder 
shall comply with the requirements of 30 TAC § 115.112(e)(1). 

5. The permit holder shall comply with the requirements of 30 TAC Chapter 113, 
Subchapter C, § 113.100 for units subject to any subpart of 40 CFR Part 63, unless 
otherwise stated in the applicable subpart. 

New Source Review Authorization Requirements 

6. Permit holder shall comply with the requirements of New Source Review authorizations 
issued or claimed by the permit holder for the permitted area, including permits, 
permits by rule, standard permits, flexible permits, special permits, permits for existing 
facilities including Voluntary Emissions Reduction Permits and Electric Generating 
Facility Permits issued under 30 TAC Chapter 116, Subchapter I, or special exemptions 
referenced in the New Source Review Authorization References attachment.  These 
requirements: 

A. Are incorporated by reference into this permit as applicable requirements 

B. Shall be located with this operating permit 

C. Are not eligible for a permit shield 
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7. The permit holder shall comply with the general requirements of 30 TAC Chapter 106, 
Subchapter A or the general requirements, if any, in effect at the time of the claim of 
any PBR. 

8. The permit holder shall maintain records to demonstrate compliance with any emission 
limitation or standard that is specified in a permit by rule (PBR) or Standard Permit 
listed in the New Source Review Authorizations attachment.  The records shall yield 
reliable data from the relevant time period that are representative of the emission unit’s 
compliance with the PBR or Standard Permit.  These records may include, but are not 
limited to, production capacity and throughput, hours of operation, safety data sheets 
(SDS), chemical composition of raw materials, speciation of air contaminant data, 
engineering calculations, maintenance records, fugitive data, performance tests, 
capture/control device efficiencies, direct pollutant monitoring (CEMS, COMS, or PEMS), 
or control device parametric monitoring.  These records shall be made readily accessible 
and available as required by 30 TAC § 122.144.  Any monitoring or recordkeeping data 
indicating noncompliance with the PBR or Standard Permit shall be considered and 
reported as a deviation according to 30 TAC § 122.145 (Reporting Terms and 
Conditions). 

Compliance Requirements 

9. The permit holder shall certify compliance in accordance with 30 TAC § 122.146.  The 
permit holder shall comply with 30 TAC § 122.146 using at a minimum, but not limited 
to, the continuous or intermittent compliance method data from monitoring, 
recordkeeping, reporting, or testing required by the permit and any other credible 
evidence or information.  The certification period may not exceed 12 months and the 
certification must be submitted within 30 days after the end of the period being 
certified. 

10. Permit holder shall comply with the following 30 TAC Chapter 117 requirements:

Protection of Stratospheric Ozone

Variations 
from these representations shall be unlawful unless the permit holder first makes application to the 
Texas Commission on Environmental Quality (commission) Executive Director to amend this 
permit in that regard and such amendment is approved.  [Title 30 Texas Administrative Code

 Voiding of Permit.  A permit or permit amendment is automatically void if the holder fails to 2.
begin construction within 18 months of the date of issuance, discontinues construction for more 
than 18 months prior to completion, or fails to complete construction within a reasonable time.  
Upon request, the executive director may grant an 18-month extension.  Before the extension is 
granted the permit may be subject to revision based on best available control technology, lowest 
achievable emission rate, and netting or offsets as applicable.  One additional extension of up to 18

 Start-up Notification.  The appropriate air program regional office shall be notified prior to the 4.

The permit holder shall provide notification 
for upsets and maintenance in accordance with 30 TAC 101.201, 101.211, and 101.221 of this title 
(relating to Emissions Event Reporting and Recordkeeping Requirements; Scheduled Maintenance, 
Startup, and Shutdown Reporting and Recordkeeping Requirements; and Operational 
Requirements).

EMISSION STANDARDS 

 

 1. This permit authorizes emissions only from those points listed in the attached table entitled 

“Emission Sources - Maximum Allowable Emission Rates,” and the facilities covered by this 

permit are authorized to emit subject to the emission rate limits on that table and other operating 

conditions specified in this permit.  (10/06) 

 

  2. Process Heater (Emission Point No. [EPN] 3) emissions shall not exceed 0.06 pound nitrogen 

oxides (NOx) per MMBtu heat input (fuel higher heating value [HHV]). 

 

  3. The maximum hourly firing rate of the Process Heater (EPN 3) shall be limited to 87.45 MMBtu/hr 

(HHV).  The total fired duty in a rolling 12-month period is limited to 623,000 MMBtu/yr.  

The records shall be summed once a month to show compliance with the rolling 12-month value.  

The maximum firing rate of waste gas from the hydrogen (H2)/carbon monoxide (CO) cold box 

shall be limited to 19.95 MMBtu/hr (HHV) of the total.  (10/06) 

 

  4. Fuel fired in the Process Heater (EPN 3) is limited to pipeline-quality, natural gas as containing, on 

annual average, no more than 0.25 grain (gr) hydrogen sulfide and 2.0 gr of total sulfur per 100 dry 

standard cubic meters and waste gas fuel from the H2/CO cold box. 

 

  5. The flare designated as EPN 4 shall be designed and operated such that the combined assist 

natural gas and waste stream to each flare meets the 40 CFR § 60.18 specifications of 

minimum heating value and maximum tip velocity under normal flow conditions.  The heating 

value and velocity requirements shall be satisfied during operations authorized by this permit.  

(PSD) 

 

The flare shall be operated with a flame present at all times and/or have a constant pilot flame. 

 The pilot flame shall be continuously monitored by a thermocouple or an infrared monitor.  

The time, date, and duration of any loss of pilot flame shall be recorded.  Each monitoring 

device shall be accurate to, and shall be calibrated at a frequency in accordance with, the 

manufacturer’s specifications.  The flare shall be operated with no visible emissions except 

periods not to exceed a total of five minutes during any two consecutive hours.  This shall be 

ensured by the use of steam or air assist to the flare.  
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  6. The hourly flow and duration of the individual streams leading to the flare header will be recorded.  

Streams to be flared are: 

 

A. Natural Gas Feed, 

B. Process Condensate Overhead, 

C. Cold Box Feed, 

D. CO Product/Recycle, 

E. H2 Pressure Swing Adsorption (PSA) Feed, 

F. Dryer Feed, 

G. Cold Box Fuel, 

H. Carbon Dioxide Compressor Feed and Natural Gas, 

I. Product Hydrogen, 

J. Flash Gas, 

K. PSA Tail Gas Feed, 

L. Blend Gas Product, and 

M. Dryer Depressurization, Dryer Nitrogen Purge and Dryer SynGas Purge.  (10/02) 

 

  7. The holder of this permit shall perform stack sampling and other testing as required to establish the 

actual pattern and quantities of air contaminants being emitted into the atmosphere from the Process 

Heater (EPN 3).  The holder of this permit is responsible for providing sampling and testing 

facilities and conducting the sampling and testing operations at his expense.  Stack testing was 

completed in 1996 and results represent the process heater performance. 

 

A. The Texas Commission on Environmental Quality (TCEQ) Houston Regional Office shall be 

contacted as soon as testing is scheduled, but not less than 45 days prior to sampling to 

schedule a pretest meeting. 

 

The notice shall include: 

 

(1) Date for pretest meeting. 

(2) Date sampling will occur. 

(3) Name of firm conducting sampling. 

(4) Type of sampling equipment to be used. 

(5) Method or procedure to be used in sampling.

The purpose of the pretest meeting is to review the necessary sampling and testing procedures, 

to provide the proper data forms for recording pertinent data, and to review the format 

procedures for submitting the test reports. 

 

 

A written proposed description of any deviation from sampling procedures specified in permit 

conditions or the TCEQ or the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) sampling 

procedures shall be made available to the TCEQ prior to the pretest meeting.  The TCEQ 

Houston Regional Director or the Director of the TCEQ Compliance Support Division in 

Austin shall approve or disapprove of any deviation from specified sampling procedures. 

 

Requests to waive testing for any pollutant specified in this condition shall be submitted to the 

TCEQ Office of Permitting, Remediation and Registration, Air Permits Division in Austin.  

Test waivers and alternate and/or equivalent procedure proposals for New Source Performance 

Standards testing which must have the EPA approval shall be submitted to the TCEQ 

Compliance Support Division Team in Austin. 

 

B. Air contaminants emitted from the Process Heater (EPN 3) to be tested for include (but are not 

limited to) NOx and CO. 

 

C. Sampling shall occur within 60 days after initial start-up of the facilities and at such other 

times as may be required by the Executive Director of the TCEQ.  Requests for additional time 

to perform sampling shall be submitted to the TCEQ Houston Regional Office.  Additional 

time to comply with the applicable requirements of Title 40 Code of Federal Regulations Part 

60 (40 CFR Part 60) and 40 CFR Part 61 requires the EPA approval, and requests shall be 

submitted to the TCEQ Compliance Support Division in Austin. 

 

D. The plant shall operate at maximum production rates during stack emission testing.  Primary 

operating parameters that enable determination of production rate shall be monitored and 

recorded during the stack test.  These parameters are to be determined at the pretest meeting.  

If the plant is unable to operate at maximum rates during testing, the subsequent daily average 

operating rate shall not exceed the operating rate achieved during the performance test by more 

than 10 percent. 

 

E. Copies of the final sampling report shall be forwarded to the TCEQ Houston Regional Office 
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and to the Galveston County Air Pollution Control Program, La Marque within 60 days after 

sampling is completed.  Sampling reports shall comply with the attached provisions of Chapter 

14 of the TCEQ Sampling Procedures Manual. 

 

  8. The holder of this permit shall install, calibrate, maintain and operate totalizing fuel flow meters to 

measure and record the amount of natural gas fuel and waste fuel gas fired in the Process Heater 

(EPN 3).  The holder of this permit shall develop a program, using the data collected by the 

totalizing fuel flow meters, to calculate the fired duty of the process heater on a hourly basis.  This 

information shall be maintained as required by the general conditions of this permit. 
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COMPLIANCE CONDITIONS 

 

  9. After the demonstration of initial compliance required in Special Condition No. 7, the totalizing fuel 

flow meter data and calculations required in Special Condition No. 8 shall constitute the methods 

for demonstrating continuous compliance with the standards applying to the Process Heater (EPN 

3). 

 

10. The holder of this permit shall make and maintain the following: 

 

Records of continuous compliance with the standards applying to the Process Heater (EPN 3) and 

the Flare (EPN 4), as specified in Special Condition Nos. 6, 7 and 8 shall be maintained for each 

source for a period of two years and shall be made available to the TCEQ Executive Director or 

designated representative or any local air pollution control agency having jurisdiction upon request.

11. The following requirements apply to capture systems for the flare designated as EPN 4. 

 

A. The flare is used to control CO shall conduct a once a month visual, audible, and/or 

olfactory inspection of the capture system to verify there are no leaking components in the 

capture system. 

 

B. The flare shall not have a bypass. 

 

C. If any of the above inspections is not satisfactory, the permit holder shall promptly take 

necessary corrective action. 

 

12. This permit authorizes emissions from the flare identified as EPN 4 for the following planned maintenance, startup and

The two planned start up and two planned shutdown activities specified in the emission calculation table provided to the 

TCEQ in Austin dated July 8, 2008.  A copy of this document shall be kept at the plant site for ready review at the request of 

TCEQ personnel or any local air pollution control program with jurisdiction.  Off specification material during the 

planned hot start ups, due to the gaseous nature of the material, every stream will be sent to the 

flare until desired purity obtained for both hydrogen and carbon monoxide (F1 to F12).   
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Planned Maintenance Activities 

 

1.  Replace or repair control valves and/or positioners on Hydrogen Pressure Swing Adsorber 

(From F5 vent stream, occurs once in a rolling twelve month period for up to a maximum 

of eighteen hours)  

 

2.  Replace or repair control valve or positioners on pre-purifier beds (From F6 vent stream, 

occurs once in a rolling twelve month period for up to a maximum of eighteen hours) 

 

3.  Replace pressure transmitters and/or switches on process heaters (From F7 vent stream, 

occurs once in a rolling twelve month period for up to a maximum of twelve hours) 

 

4. Replace valves and other planned maintenance on CO2 compressor (From F8 vent stream, 

occurs up to a maximum of three times in a rolling twelve month period for up to a 

maximum of eighteen hours per activity) 

 

5.  Replace valves and other planned maintenance on tail gas compressor and/or planned 

maintenance on surge tank pressure transmitters.  (From F10 vent stream, occurs up to a 

maximum of one time in a rolling twelve month period for up to a maximum of eighteen 

hours) 

 

6. Replace valves and other planned maintenance on tail gas compressor (From F11, occurs 

once in a rolling twelve month period up to a maximum of eighteen hours) 

 

7.  Flaring due to sudden change in external customer demand as specified in the emission 

calculation table provided to the TCEQ in Austin dated July 8, 2008.   

 

Planned MSS activities not in the above lists are not authorized by this permit.  These 

emissions are subject to the maximum allowable emission rates indicated on the MAERT.  The 

performance of each planned MSS activity and the emissions associated with it shall be 

recorded and the rolling 12-month emissions shall be updated on a monthly basis.  These 

records shall include at least the following information: 

 

A. The physical location at which emissions from the planned MSS activity occurred, 

including the emission point number, common name, and any other identifier for the point 

at which the emissions were released into the atmosphere;  

 

B. The type of planned MSS activity and the reason for the planned activity;  
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C. The common name and the facility identification number of the facilities at which the 

planned MSS activity and emissions occurred; and 

 

D. The date and time of the planned MSS activity and its duration; 

 

E. The estimated quantity of each air contaminant, or mixture of air contaminants, emitted 

with the data and methods used to determine it.  The emissions shall be estimated using 

the methods identified in the permit application consistent with good engineering practice.
